States house of representatives to admit

as a Fascist nation hand in glove with Hit-

The first indication that even Spain 
might be useful to the democratic world 
came on May 24, 1944, when far-seeing 
Winston Churchill, with the threat of the 
Soviet Union obviously in mind, made a

view in the United States.

I should think the Russians 
would, too.

truction of their nation or the 
burden of world rule? 

I do not know. The greatest 
deficiency in the Communist- 


Russian political intellect always 
has been its failure to understand 
the necessity in any society—na- 
tional or international—of checks 
and balances to power, But the 
government of the United States 
should unmistakably champion 
as it has not yet done clearly 
enough—the concept of a Europe 
for Europeans, unable to aggress 
but powerfu] to defend 

Only on the thesis of a distri- 
bution of power that leaves no 
vacuums, into which Russia or the 


United States can move, can a 
reorganized United Nations es- 
tablish genuine collective secur- 
ity. The alternative will be war, 
not the less inevitable because 
palpably insane

Editor, Bulletin—Why should 
our over-taxed citizens be asked 
to pay for the privilege of park- 
ing their car so an outside firm 
can come in and install meters 
when and where they please and 
take 75 per cent of the proceeds 
leaving only 25 per cent for 
checking up and bookkeeping 
which certainly would not cover 
same? 

We are told that after the 
meters are paid for at the above 
rate, we own them, Sure, a bunch 
of old worn-out unsightly posts 
along our streets wil] be a great 
asset to our fair city. We are 
also told the meters will be re- 
moved after a year if the people 
are opposed, What firm would 
do this kind of business before 
they had at least their cost back? 

I have visited several cities 
recently both in Canada and the 
United States where meters are 
operating, and discussed 
with automobile owners, and not 
one did I find in favor of them. 
City travellers told me the cost 
on making their rounds on city 
sales run as high as $1.50 daily 
and in many cases a $2.00 fine in 
addition for a few minutes over- 
time, I also discussed the meter 
problem with out of town shop- 
pers who told me they only come 
to the city when they require 
something not available in their 
Own town because of the meter 
system, I also found the large 
Stores, who provided parking 
areas, do more business while 
the small stores are slowly being 
driven to outside areas where 
no meters are installed, 

Another difficulty is that one 
does not always have the correct 
change, and it sometimes takes 
considerable running around to 
find change. 

It is also to be noted here in

Edmonton that over half of Jas- 
per avenue is taken up With bus 
stops and so called safety zones 
and no provisions made by city 
authorities to provide parking 
space elsewhere, 

The impression has been given 
that all members of the Chamber 
of Commerce favor parking 
meters. As a member of same, I 
might say that a complete vote 
of all members has not been 
taken and views expressed by 
any committee are entirely of 
their own and cannot be said to 
represent all the members 

Under our present system of 
parking we could get along very 
nicely with a few more of our 
returned boys added to the po- 
lice force in order that more 
checking could be done on time 
limit parking. 

Leave parking meters out so 
Edmonton may still be called 
“The Friendly City.”

Russia has made a daring—and 
dangerous—move in  decreeing 
presumptions and obnoxious 
inspection of American, British 


and French railway trains bound 
for Berlin, which lies inside the 
Soviet zone of occupation. 

The purpose of this move, as 
viewed by sources in Washing- 
ton and Berlin, is to create a 
situation calculated to force the 
western powers out of the Ger- 
man capital, which has been ig 
joint occupation ever since the 
war, The Bolshevisis, if success- 
ful, thus would have complete 
possession of the rich eastern 
portion of the Reich, inciuding its 
capital, which not only is the hub 
of European transportation but is 
the apple of the German eye. 

Reaction of the western Allies 
was what the Russians must have 
anticipated—refusa!l to submit to 
such inspection. However Gen, 
Lucius D. Clay, United States 
military governor, put after his 
refusal an exclamation point 
which the Reds scarcely could 
have expected. He announced 
that the Americans would use 
airplanes to carry passengers and 
freight into Berlin to the United 


States-controlled Tempelhof air- 
drome. 

That puts it up to the Rus- 
sians to declare their intentions. 
They now must take the initia- 
tive. So far as one can see, the 
only way they could prevent the 
Americans and other western 
allies from employing airplanes 
would be to use anti-aircraft 
guns—an act of war. 

It certainly would be stretch- 
ing the imagination to believe 
that the Reds intend to perpe- 
trate an outright act of war 
against any of the Allies. There 
is no indication that Russia 
wants war, though she intends to 
grab all she can short of em- 
barking on armed aggression. 

So I think we are safe in as- 
suming that this latest gratuitous 
affront was intended mainly as 
another move in Moscow's war of 
nerves against the democracies, 
However, we shouldn't overlook 
that the Bolshevists may have 
some anxiety regarding the na- 
ture of allied railway traffic. In 
any event, Clay has adroitly 
handed them the hot end of the 
poker, and it's now up to them to 
declare thelr intentions.

Great Britain is to have an even 
lower standard of living and un 
employment in many cities, with 
the dark and menacing shadow of 
Soviet Russia whose icy fingers 
stretch out to grasp more and 
still more of the once free coun- 
tries of Europe, do we fiddle 
while Rome burns, by turning 
back the clock with petticoats and 
camisoles! 

As the North American con- 
tinent is now the only stronghold 
of freedom for men and free 
enterprise in business, why do its 
women whose brains are needed 
together with those of its men to 
lead the way for so many millions 
of people the world over who are 
floundering in the aftermath of 
war, down the uncertain paths of 
the future towards what may be 
the only solution to peace for our 
children, namely One _ World, 
submit to being tangled and ham- 
pered in the petticoats of their 
grandmothers?

Well, my opinion regarding Mr. 
Philpott is this: There is nothing 
to be admired in a man more 
than the ability to think for him- 
self and the courage to voice his 
opinion, even if he does step on 
someone's toes once in a while. 

The surest way to prevent the 
spread of Communism is to cor- 
rect the faults in our own demo- 
cratic system, which, though su- 
perior to other systems, still has 
room for improvement (as has 
been proven in the recent probe 
into butter prices), 

If these faults were not brought 
to our attention they never would 
be corrected, yet, if a man is 
frank enough to point out a few 
faults he is immediately branded 
by some as a_ pro-Communist. 
With the aid of a little construct- 
ive criticism as is provided in 
Mr, Philpott’s column, we could 
improve our system to a point 
where it would be recognized and 
adopted by other countries as be- 
ing the most practical in the 


world.

Here 
is the camp at Lake Hopalong, 
so identified by a scrawt in white 
ink beneath the snap, Here is a 
group scene of the deck of a pic 
nic boat, everyone smiling self.

Oil Resources 


Of Soviet Grow 


Many New Sources of Supply 
Opened Up in Last Few Years

BIGGEST CENTRE 

The biggest single centre of oil 
production in Russia outside the 
Caucasus is the complex of oil 
fidids known as “Second Baku.” 

Second Baku includes the Kuiby- 
shev fields on the Volga river, the 
Rashkirian oil field between the 
Volga and the Urals, and the Molo- 
tov oil fields in the Northern Urals 

The Kuibyshev fields were de- 
veloped with great rapidity dur- 
ing the war when the Germans 
threatened to cut off the supply 
of oil from the Caucasus by their 
drive to the Volga, Now in the 
post-war period the Kuibyshev 
| fields are large producers. 

The Bashkirian fields, however, | 
| probably are more important These 
consist of two distinct fields—Ish 
imbaev and Tuimazy 


| CONSIDERABLE OUTPUT 

Ishimbaev was developed about 10) 
}years ago and before the war at- 
tained an output of considerable di-| 
mensions. 

Tuimazy has proved to be the real 
“strike” in all the East. Some years 
ago the presence of substantial de- 
posits of petroleum was proved in 
deep devonian deposits throughout 
the Volga-Urals region. 

The strike at Tuimazy proved to 
be the foundation of post-war oil 
developments in “Second Baku.” 
It is devonian oil which is being 
tapped at Kuibyshev, Ishimbaevo 
and at Molotov in the Urals.. 

Central Asian fields are widely 
scattered and include Emba at the 
north end of the Caspian as well as 
Nebit Dag for to the south in Turk- 
menistan 

Far to the east overlooking the 
Pacific are the oil fields of Sakhalin. 

|The Soviet Union has expelled the 
Japanese from the concessions they 
used to hold on the northern half | 
of this island and also has taken | 
lover the southern half 

Nor is the far north without oil. 
At Ukhta beyond the Arctic Circle 
in the extreme northeast corner of 
European Russia there is a rapidly

PEACE RIVER, April 2.—William Sandfield George, 
known better as ‘Willie’ George, passed away March 29 at 


the family residence, where h 
ously since he arrived at what 


e had made his home continu- | 
was then known as Peace River | 


Crossing in June of 1905, when the Peace River country was a 


far cry from the outside world. 


Born in London, England 71 years 
ago, Willie George left his native 
heath with his wife and two child- 
ren, lured by glowing reports of 
his brother, the late H. A George, 
who was with the Hudson’s Bay 
Company. On arrival here he took 
ap a piece of land north of the pre- 
sent town before other settlers 
@ommenced to arrive. 

Transportation problems in 1905 
were of the primitive nature. He 
travelled from Edmonton by wagon 
to Athabasca Landing from there 
ap the Athabasca River by scows 
tracked by Indians, to the Little 
Slave River, then up that stream 
to Lesser Slave Lake and across 
the lake to what is now known as 
Grouard. 

From Grouard it was wagon again 
across the 85 mile portage to his 
destination, the trip taking the best 
part of six weeks. Peace River 
Crossing then consisted of two 
trading posts, the Hudson's Bay Co 


and Revillon Freres, a_ mounted | 


policeman and a half dozen whites 
scattered along the flat with native 
families. 

FAMILY IN DISTRICT 

As population increased Willie 
George went into the market gar- 
den business and continued this 
up to the present on a small scale. 
Of recent years Mr. George has not 
been in very good health so his 
passing was not unexpected. 

All members of the family reside 
in the district. They are Mrs. Wal- 
ter Mowry, Mrs. Vic Kidder, Wil- 
liam, Clifford and Ernest George. 

Willie George was imbued with 
the pioneer spirit and as such his 
generosity and hospitality were his 
predominating characteristic as like 
“Twelve Foot” Davis, he never 
locked hs cabin door.

BANK REPORT ANALYSES DOLLAR 


Currency Devaluation 
Tends to Raise Prices 


By The Canadian Press 

The current monthly review of 
the Bank of Nova Scotia com- 
ments that the money of any 
country, inclined to devalue its 
currency ag a ready expedient 
for dealing with passing prob- 
lems, is likely to be a money of 
continually diminishing value 

Dealing specifically with the 
Canadian dollar in a 4,000-word 
analysis, the review makes these 
observations; 

“Devaluation tends to raise in- 
ternal prices .. . while the Can- 
adian price level] is, on the aver- 
age, still relatively lower than 
that of the United States, a more 
balanced relationship is being 
approached and the pressure of 
external prices is beginning to 
lessen now that some of the com- 
modity markets across the bor- 
der are showing signs of hesita- 
tion and weakness. Devaluation 
would raise the pressure again 
and give renewed impetus to the 
upward course of prices and liv- 
ing costs...

“On balance, it is doubtful 
whether moderate devaluation 
would result in amy large ex- 
pansion in exports.” Also, 
“though devaluation could not be 
counted upon to produce a pro- 
nounced reduction in the de- 
mand for imports from the Unit- 
ed States, it might have more 
discouraging effects on imports 
from overseas . .
